No one was miore difpofed to refpect the merit of long fervice, 
but the firft duty he owed was to the country at large ; and it 
became the Houfe'to confider what could molt readily be done 
coofiftent with that economy fo abundantly more neceffary now 
than ever; yet, notwithftanding what ined been faid, he appre- 
hended nothing could be done but in confequence of an order 
from the Houfe.
